Having successively held the posts of First Director of the Operation Department of the General 
Staff HQ, Deputy Commander of the former Wuhan Military Region, Director of the General Logistics 
Department (GLD), member of the MC, and Deputy Chief of the General Staff, he is on e of the most 
widely versed and experienced generals in the PLA and the oldest officer on active duty
